Individuals will pay $100 and dual registrants will pay $200 for the two-year period.

••••• CPC/PDH hours are required for renewal.  Fifteen hours (obtained between July 1, 2001,
and June 30, 2002) are required for the 2002 renewal.  Thirty hours (obtained between

      July 1, 2002, and June 30, 2004) will be required for renewal in 2004.

Office Notes & Reminders

Investigator’s Corner
If I have not completed my 15
required CPC hours in time for my
renewal, can I complete these
hours after the deadline without
being penalized?

Compliance with continuing profes-
sional competency (CPC) require-
ments is a condition of licensure in
South Carolina. Failure to comply
with the 15-hour requirement by the
renewal deadline will result in the
suspension of one’s license until
such time as the licensee may
produce evidence of compliance.

Am I required to notify the Board
if action has been taken against
my license?

Yes. The renewal application specifi-
cally requests that information. The
Board has the authority to discipline
an individual who has had a license
to practice engineering or land
surveying in another state of jurisdic-
tion cancelled, revoked, suspended
or otherwise disciplined.

I have been experiencing medical
problems since last summer and
have been unable to complete my
15 CPC hours for the period 2001-
2002. Does the Board grant an
exemption to individuals with
extenuating medical circum-
stances?

Yes. The regulation governing continu-
ing professional competency (CPC)
provides for an exemption for a lic-
ensee experiencing physical disability
or illness during the year; however, the
licensee must provide supporting
documentation to the Board with any
exemption request and must be
approved by the Board.

Is there a penalty for providing false
information on a renewal form?

S.C. Code of Laws specifically autho-
rizes the Board to sanction a person
or firm found guilty of the practice of
fraud or deceit in applying for or
obtaining a certificate of registration.

How do I obtain the professional
development hours (PDH’s) neces-
sary for license renewal?

PDH units may be earned through
successful completion of college
courses and continuing education
courses as well as by attending
qualifying seminars, in house training,
workshops, and professional/technical
presentations at meetings, conven-
tions or conferences. PDH units may
be earned through teaching (first time
only), authoring, publishing, active
participation in professional or techni-
cal societies, holding office/chairing
qualifying committees, successful
application for patents or facilitated
television/videotaped presentations.

Does documentation need to be
submitted to the Board with my
renewal application for each
educational or instructional activity
obtained?

No.  A random audit will be performed
during the registration year. At that
time the licensee will provide appropri-
ate documentation of continuing
education obtained.

However, due to wrong information being
mailed out, many licensees have had an
incorrect seal made. Any licensee falling
into this category will be allowed to use
the “Registered Professional _________”
seal.

Any licensee registered after February 1,
2002, will fall under the new requirements
and his or her seal must state “Licensed
Professional _________”.
